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more; and though this might perhaps proceed from his 
being a young unexperienced Man, who had forgot, that 
all his Hearers were not profeſſed Members, yet theſe 
unguarded Expreſſions made me ſuſpet?, that there muſt 
be among them Doctrines of a dangerous Tendency; and 
this I ſhould have had full Conviftion of, had I been 1 
acquainted with the following remarkable Fae, relate! 
to me ſome Time after, viz. that Count Zinzendort, in 5 
a Sermon preach'd by him in London on the 11th Sun- 7 
day after Trinity 1746, publicly had ſet forth: that the : 
ſeventh Commandment could oblige us no more in 
the New Teſtament, becauſe it was at a Time, 
when one man had five or ſix wives. This can be 
proved by the Depoſition of a Reverend Clergyman, who 
was preſent at that Sermon. | 
Whilſt I frequented the Moravian Meetings, I got 
| Sight of a Book, publiſhed at Francfort and Leipzig, 
in 1751, which gives an Account of the Behaviour of 
that Society in the County of Biidingen, chiefly relating 
to political Matters, but where the Reader has likewiſe 
an Opportunity of learning from their Tranſactions, that 
their Tenets are likely to be very pernicious to Church 
and State. As a great Number of Letters, wrote by 
Count Zinzendort himſelf, to the Regency of that 
County, are to be met with in this Piece, and as they 
are ſo many authentic Vouchers for the Truth of the 
Fatts there inſerted; I yielded to the Solicitations of an 
Acquaintance, who had defired me to give the Public a 
Tranſlation, or Mridęment of this Account, which is 
| | known to have been printed by Authority, in Order that 
' every unprejudiced Perſon might be enabled by theſe Do-

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T his was. the Scheme I went upon, and was reſolved 
to carry it into Execution, when a Reverend Divine of 
the Church of England, who is allowed by all that 
know him, to be an Honour to his Profeſſion, acquainted 
me, that a Paſtoral Letter againſt Fanaticiſm, publiſhed 
in Holland by Mr. Stinſtra, Miniſter of the Menno- 
niſts at Harlingen, had been tranſlated into French 
by an anonymous Author, who had thereto prefixed a 
Preface, in which ſome Account was given of the 
Herrnhuters or Moravians, and of the Writings of 
their Leaders, and that it would be doing a Service to 
the Public, fhould I publiſh a Tranſlation of both Pre- 
face and Letter; after having previouſly compared thoſe 
Matters alledged againſt the Herrnhuters with the 
Or:ginal German Writings of their Teachers. As by 
this Time I had diſcover'd the proper Sources from 
whence I was to furniſh myſelf with the Doftrines of 
the Society, and as ſeveral of my Friends were willing 
to affiſt me with the Writings quoted in the ſaid Preface, 
and likewiſe with others wrote for and againſt the 
Herrnhuters, I was inclined to undertake the Taſk. 
But after further Conſideration, perceiving that the 
Paſtoral Letter, tho" wrote with great Judgment, (1) 
was no more than a Treatiſe againſt Fanaticiſm in 
general, and that the Account of the Herrnhuters pre- 
fixed thereto, was imperfect, and in ſome Places incon- 
Jiſtent with the Meaning of the Writers of Herrnhutiſm, 
I changed my Purpoſe of barely tranſleting this Work; 
and after having carefully peruſed the Writings of the 
Moravian Teachers, preſerved thoſe Articles of Accu- 
ſation that had been properly ftated in the above Preface, 
and collected further what appeared to me worthy of 
Notice: I thence compoſed this Narrative of the Riſe 
and Progreſs of Herrnhutiſm and its Dodtrines; to 
which I have added Obſervations on the Politics of that 
Society, ſhewing the Danger that may ariſe to a State 
from its favourite Tenets, and exemplifying the ſame in

Jam ſenſible, I have undertaken a Buſineſs diſpleaſing 
i itſelf, and which will doubtleſs, be difliked by Count 
Zinzendorf, who, as he has tharged thoſe Divines in 
Germany that have wrote againſt him, with à ro- 
weayuoorn will be much more liberal in beſlowing this 
Cenſure on a Layman. But, as I take it to be the in- 
diſpenſible Duty of à Chriſtian, to undeceive the World 
whenever it lies in his Power, this Conſideration alone 
will ſufficiently apologize for the Liberty I have taten; 
and, beſides, if I miſtake not, the Performance itſelf will, 
on this Account, meet with a favourable Reception from 
the Public. Had à Clergyman undertaken the diſagree- 
able Taſk I have now im Hand, fome Perſons might, 
perhaps, be inclined to place his Zeal on the Score of 
Intereſt or Party; my'being a Layman ſcreens me even 
from the Suſpicion of any Motive of this Kind. K 

Upon the whole, tis not I that charge the Society 
with the groſs Errors and Prattices mentioned in the 
followings Treatiſe, te Writings and Conduct of the 
Count himſelf, and thoſe of the other Teachers of Herrn- 
hutiſm, are their ſole Accuſers. I have barely reported 
what has been publiſhed by them, without magnifying or 
leſſening Objects. As for the Obſervations made by me 
on their Politics and ſecret Conſtitution, they are ſo ob- 
vious and derive ſo naturally from their Dofrines and 
Diſcipline, that whoever. is acquainted with them, - muſt 
fede with me in the following Opinion, viz. That no. 
Government that harbours them, can be ſecure whilſt 
x their Leaders go on at the Rate they have done hitherto; 
bf eſpecially when it is conſidered, that their Conduf? abroad 
Alain proves, they make no Scruple, under the Cloke of 
0 Religion and Liberty of Conſcience, to attempt any Thing 
that ſuits their Deſigns. I purpoſely mention the Leaders 
of. Herrnhutiſm, as I would not be underſtood to haue 
ſa indifferent an Opinion of the private Members of that 
Body.

The Apologiſts of the Herrnhuters or Moravians, 
have two indeterminate Ways of anſwering what is 
objetted againſt them, and theſe are their moſt common 
Methods of Defence. They pretend, either that they are 
purpoſely calumniated, or not underſtood by their Adver- 


faries. As for the firſt, they cannot, with any Appear- 


ance of Truth, make uſe of it againſt me, as I have ad 
vanced nothing but what I found in their Books, or was 
well atteſted; and I imagine myſelf to be beyond the 
Reach of the ſecond, as I have joined all along the * Ori- 
ginal: German Text to the Tranſlation of thoſe Paſſages 


I have quoted from their Authors, in order to do im-

= vere their Power equal to their Inclination, a Spaniſh

are pleaſed ſometimes to intrench themſelves behind a 
* Wall of Paper; Charters, Grants, Teſtimonials, Synodal 


Ads, are a Kind of Barrier they oppoſe to their Adver- 


= /aries with no ſmall Oſtentation, pretending them to be 


ſufficient Proofs of the Soundneſs of their Doctrines; and 
whenever they make a Shew of defending them, they 
commonly deviate from the Matter propoſed ;, they multi- 


= ply Words about Things no body denies, or elſe anſwer 


in ſuch a Manner, as to ſave ſome Hole to creep out at; 
denying what they ozoned before, and what is in explicit 
Terms /et forth in their Writings. They are likewiſe 
expert at concealing their Names, that ſuch as call them 
to an Account, may not know whom they have to deal 
with, and whether their Apologies are to be aſcribed ta 
ſome particular Member of the Body, or to Count Zin- 
zendorf himſelf, and thus to the whole Society, which 
we may ſuppoſe to be virtually compriſed in him; nay, 
ſome pretend not to be Members of the Herrnhuters, 
that their Apologies may bear a greater Appearance of 
Imparliality. Such Shifts and Contrivances, whatever 
they may think of them, ſhew that they have not the 
Truth in View, but the Execution of a favourite Plan. 
'Trs to be hoped notwithſtanding, ſhould they think pro- 
per to anſwer this Treatiſe, that they will conſider, they 
are among a Nation too clear-ſighted to ſuffer themſelves

1 have but one Thing more to animadvert upon, 
Sich is, that the Leaders of Herrnhutiſm, being. ſen- 
ſible that their Doctrine and Conſtitution cannot poſſibly 
bear a Scrutiny, have, among . ſundry other Artifices 
made uſe of to prevent it, endeavonred. to ſurpriſe the 
untvary, by telling them, that ſhould their Tenets be 
handled promiſcuouſly in public Writings, Chriſtianity * 
would run the Riſk of being ridiculed by Unbelievers, as | 
it had been formerly by Lucian.

A upon the Authority of Divine Revela- 


tion. This is allowed by all that ac- 
knowledge the Scriptures to be rhe 
Word of God. Hence it might ſeem an eaſy Mat- 
ter, to diſcover whether the Doctrines of a Religion 
are ſound or not, by only trying them by this moſt 
facred Standard. But ſo it happens, that, whilſt 
amongſt Men of different Perſuaſions in Matters of 
Religion, ſome agree to Doctrines which others 
diſſent from; the only Queſtion is, Whether they 
can be proved by Scripture, or are contradictory to 
it. One Party pretends to ſhew, that their Doctrines 
are conſonant to Holy Writ, and the other again 
endeavours to prove the contrary. This has hap- 
pen'd in the Courſe of many Centuries, and is cer- 
tainly, among others, one Reaſon why too many 
ſhew ſo much Indifference towards Religion in ge- 
neral, by looking upon its Doctrines at leaſt as un- 
certain, ſince they perceive that Perſons of different 
Denominations in Religion, pretend, cach in their 
Turn, to maintain their Principles by direct Proofs 
or Conſequences, deduced from the fame divine 
Authorities. | | | 
In order 'to remove this Inconvenience, and, at 
the ſame Time, to take off all Pretences for Irre- 
ligion,

ligion, ſome have thought, that the Deciſion in | 


Matters of Religion ought not ſolely to be left to 
whatever any might alledge on that Account from 
the Scripture, but to the Determination of the 
Church, that is to ſay, to the Deciſion of the prin- 
cipal Members of the Clergy. But after all, let 
Mens Sentiments about this Matter be what they 
will, there remains but one Way to try a Religion 
by, and that is, to examine whether its Doctrines 
give us ſuch an Idea of the Supreme Being, and lead 
us to ſuch a Worſhip of him, as is conſiſtent with the 
Reverence we owe him, and the Practice of them 
are conducive to the Intereſt of civil Life. For it 
will always remain an inconteſtible Truth, that the 
Tree is to be known by the Fruit it bears. 

When therefore Men broach any Doctrines con- 
cerning the Deity, that muſt be ſhocking to the 
Ears of all true Chriſtians, and rather diſgrace than 
honour it ; when its Teachers avowedly hold, That 
Reaſon muſt entirely be given up; when they uſurp 
an arbitrary Power, pretending to immediate Or- 
ders from Chriſt, and, under that Colour, impoſe 
upon their deluded Followers whatever they pleaſe 
when they teach, that Chriſt can make the moſt 
villainous Act to be Virtue, and the moſt exalted 
moral Virtue to be Vice; when they hold it lawful 
to break the Tye between Parents and Children; 
when none of their Brethren and Siſters, as they call 
them, have Liberty to marry according to Inclina- 
tion, but as their Chiefs direct; when they deſpiſe 
the eſtabliſh'd Church, by openly profeſſing, that 
the Divines, without the Pale of their Sect, have to 
this Time deceiv'd the World; when thoſe Things 
which Decency forbids to mention, are laſciviouſſy 
commemorated in their Hymns, and mult of courſe 
prove Incentives to a ſcandalous Life; when Mat- 
ters concerning the interior State of their Affairs 
are ſo contrived, as evidently ſhew, their Leaders 


Govern- 


are gradually ſapping the Foundation of the civil 
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X Government of any Country they ſettle in, and 
* eſtabliſhing an Empire within an Empire; I ſay, when 
** theſe Things can be made appear, will any body be- 
> lieve, that the Religion of ſuch a Society is a true 
q : one ? and will not every one be of Opinion, that it 
* deſerves no Countenance, let its Chiefs diſguiſe 
> themſelves as much as they pleaſe under the Name 
of Proteſtants ? 
I 4am ſorry to ſay, that this is the Caſe of the 
Hlerrubuters, who vainly take upon themſelves the 
Name of Moravians, or Moravian Brethren, or other- 
= wiſe ſtile themſelves Unitas Fratrum. I am ſenſible 
= it will appear ſtrange, nay perhaps incredible to 
many, that this Society ſhould deſerve ſuch a Cen- 
= ſure. For *'tis known, that a reſpectable Body of 
learned Divines, viz. the Theological Faculty at 
the Univerſity of Tubingen, has given them Teſti- 
= monials of Orthodoxy. We alſo know, that the 
Leaders of this Brotherhood made the Legiſlative 
Power of this Kingdom believe, that their Tenets 
do; in no reſpect differ from thoſe of other Pro- 
teſtants, and that upon this, an Act has paſſed in 
their Favour, which grants them Leave to ſettle in 
the Britiþ Dominions. But theſe Objections, how 
ſpecious ſoever they are, will immediately vaniſh, if 
the Reader will give himſelf the Trouble to inſpect, 
at the End of this Treatiſe, Teſtimonials of a later 
Date, given by the ſame Univerſity, which, I ſup- 
poſe, Count Zinzendorf, the Head of the Herrn- 
buters, or Moravians, has not thought proper to 
produce; in which thoſe Divines, that granted 
the former in favour of this Sect, give a lively 
Picture of their groſs Errors, and the dangerous 
Tendency of the Authority of its Leaders; and 
publickly avow, that they were impoſed upon at the 
granting of the firſt Teſtimonials. As ſeveral 
Princes of the Empire were deceiv'd in the like 
Manner, and afterwards found themſelves obliged, 
tor their own Security, to expel this Sect 2 of 
Y eir 
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their Dominions, it will not appear ſtrange, chat an 
honourable Parliament ſhould likewiſe be impoſed 
upon. The Leaders of this Set, are from a long 
Time known, to make no Conſcience of averring 
any thing, provided good may ariſe therefrom to 


their Society. Count Zinzendorf, in order to induce 7 


the World to believe that his Doctrine was ſound, 
had the Confidence, in a Book wrote by him, in- 


titled Natural Refiexions, &c. to aſſert, that he had 
ſubmitted to be examined by the Theological Fa- 
culty at Copenhagen; and yet the whole Aſſertion, 
upon Enquiry, was found to be an open Untruth, 7 

which induced that Body to teſtify the ſame, by a 
public Act under their Seal; a Copy whereof, Ne 2, 


is annexed to this Treatiſe. 


I could produce many more Proofs of the like 
Inſincerities; but as my Intent at preſent is to give 
the Reader an Idea of this Se& in general, I thall 2? 
not dwell any longer upon theſe Particulars; and 
begin with the Origin and Progreſs of Herrnhutiſm;, © 
after which I ſhall treat of its Doctrines, and in the Z

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dorf in Upper Luſalia, an Eſtate which belonged to 
him, giving the Curacy of that Village, then va- 
cant, to a Student, in whom he had perceived Sen- 
timents analogous to his own. 

Bertholſdorf ſoon came to be known for this Sort 
of Piety. News thereof was brought to Moravia 
by a Carpenter, named Chriſtian David, who, ac- 
cording to Le Long (2), had been before in that 
Country, and there inſtilled into the Minds of ſeve- 
ral People a Diſtaſte to the Superſtitions of the Ro- 
miſo Church, and an Inclination to the Proteſtant 


Religion. Having engaged two or three of theſe 
Proſelytes to leave that Country with their Families, 


Count Zinzendorf received them with Gladneſs at 
Bertholſdorf. They were directed to build an Houſe 
in a Wood, about half a League trom that Village, 
which ſoon was finiſhed, ſo that on St. Martin's- 
day, 1722, theſe People held their firſt Meeting 
there. *Tis ſaid, that they foreſaw that God would 
kindle a Light in this Place that ſhould enlighten 
all the Country. Chriſtian David was ſo ſure of the 
future Growth of this Settlement, that he already 
divided the Spot of Ground round it into Quarters, 
and mark'd out in what Directions the Streets were 
to run. The Event has not contradicted this Prog- 
noſtication. A good many People from Moravia 
and elſewhere, to ſhelter themſelves under the Pro- 
tection of Count Zinzendorf, flock*d to this new Set- 
tlement and built Houſes; and the Count himſelf 
fixed his Reſidence there. In a few Years it became 
a conſiderable Village, having an Orphan-houſe 
and other public Buildings. Thirty-four Houſes 
were already built there in 1728; and in 1732 the

The difference of Age, Sex, and the Situation 
their Members are in with Reſpe& to Matrimony, 
conſtitute theſe different Claſſes (3). There are 
Claſſes of married Men, married Women, Widow- 3 

ers, Widows, Maids, Bachelors, Children. Each 

has its Director, choſen by its Members. The ſame ® 
Employments the Men have among themſelves, 
are among the Women, which are exerciſed by 
Perſons of their own Sex. Every Member is daily Z 
viſited by one of his Claſs, who gives him Exhor- 
tations, and takes Notice of the actual State of his 
Soul, whereof he makes a Report to the Elders. © 
Frequent particular Afſemblies are held in each 
Claſs, and general ones by the whole Society. The 
Overſeers or Leaders have alſo their private Meet- 
ings to inſtruct one another in Matters concerning 

the Guidance of Souls. The Members of each 
Claſs are ſubdivided into People that are dead, 
awaked, ignorant, willing Diſciples, Diſciples that 
have made a Progreſs. Proper Aſſiſtance is given 
to each of theſe Subdiviſions; but above all, great | 
Care is taken of thoſe that are nan dead (4).

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They pay an uncommon Attention to the In- 
ſtruction of Youth. Beſides thoſe that have the 
Care of Orphans, there are others that are intruſted 
with that of all the other Children. Count Zinzen- 
dorf*s Zeal has ſometimes carried him ſo far, as to 
take Children to his own Home to inſtruct them, 
to the Number of Twenty, whereof nine or ten ſlept 
in his Bed- chamber. There are Aſſemblies held of 
little Children that are not yet in a Condition to 
walk. They are carried thither. Hymns are ſung 
in theſe Meetings, and Prayers made; even Sermons 


are preached to them ſuitable to the Capacity of 


theſe Infant-hearers. 


The Elder, Co-Elder, the Vice-Elder, ſuperintend 
all the Claſſes. There are likewiſe Informers by 
Office, ſome of them known, ſome kept ſecret, be- 
ſides a great many other Employments and Titles, 
the Detail of which would be too long and too 
tedious here. 

A great Part of their Worſhip conſiſts in ſinging. 
They pretend that Children, in particular, are in- 
ſtructed in their Religion by Hymns (5). Count 
Zinzendorf relates a very extraordinary Thing in his 
Natural Reflexions (6), viz. That the Chanters of the 


Society muſt have received a particular and almoſt ini- 


mitable Gift of God: (he might as well have ſaid a 
quite inimitable one) for when they are obliged to ſing 
at the Head of the Congregation, their Songs are always 
a connected Repetition of thoſe Matters that had been 
preached juſt before. 

At all Hours, whether Day or Night, ſome Per- 
ſons, of both Sexes, are appointed by Rotation to 
pray for the Society. And, what is molt remarkable,

theſe People, without Call, Clock or Watch, are 
acquainted, by an inward Feeling, when their Hour 
comes in which they are to perform their Duty (7). 

When the Brethren perceive that the Zeal of the 
Society is declining, their Devotion is revived, by 
celebrating Agapes, or Love-teaſts (8). 

The Caſing of Lots is much practiſed among 
them. They make uſe of it to learn the Will 'of 
the Lord (9). 

The Elders have the ſole Right of making 
Matches. No Promiſe of Marriage is of any Va- 
lidity without their Conſent (1). The Maids devote 
themſelves to the Saviour, not that their Intent is 
never to marry, but to marry only ſuch a Perſon, 
with Reſpect to whom God ſhall have made known 
to them with Certainty, that he is regenerated, in- 
ſtructed in the Importance of the Conjugal State, 
and appointed by the divine Direction to enter into 
that State (2). 

All is extraordinary at Herrnhut. The moſt 
ſtubborn Diſeaſes vaniſh there without Help: Very 
rarely one dies there of a violent Fever. But 'tis 
common to die there of a Cold, Defluxion, or ſuch 
like other flight Indiſpoſition. Theſe are at leaſt 
Things Count Zinzendorf affirms in a Writing, 
dated January 24, 1732, and preſented to the Mi- 
niſtry ot the Court of Dreſden (3).

his Flock with equal Care and Aſſiduity. Every 
Thing is done by the Saviour's Injunction; Jeſus 
will have it ſo, the Lamb commands it: this is the 


Stile of the Miniſters of the Society. According 


to them, the Saviour gives his Orders on the very 
Moment they are to be executed. He will not 


ſuffer that thoſe who are to obey them, have Time | 
to conſider.

the Noiſe and Buſtle made by the Herrnbuters about 
the Voyages and Enterpriſes of their Miſſionaries 
for the Converſion of the Heathen ; who would not 
be tempted to think, that this Sect was purpoſely 
ſet on foot to bring about ſo great and good a 
Work, and that this was its peculiar Calling ? And 
yet, on a nearer Inſpection, it appears that this is 
very far from being the Purpoſe. Count Zinzendorf 
tells us himſelf, that the Commiſſion of the Society 
was never calculated for a general Converſion of the 
Heathen, that the Time of this great Event is not 
as yet come: But that the Society being an i997 
(an Election, a choſen People) it muſt have an 
ara, (the Firſtlings or Firſt-Fruits) here and 
there among the Heathen. The little Number the 
Brethren have hitherto converted to the Chriſtian 
Faith, is but a Comfort, which the Saviour has 
granted them to make them Amends for their La- 
bours, and they believe themſelves well rewarded 
for their Toil, if in Two Hundred Voyages they 
make but One Hundred Converts (2). May not this 
again be called a cunning Reſource, to have an 
Excuſe at Hand as often as Need requires ? For 
whenſoever the Miſſionaries of the Herrnbuters ſuc- 
ceed ill, or grow tired of their Commiſſion, they 
nred only ſay, that their Inſtructions did not oblige 
them to do any more. *Tis true, we have not an 
Opportunity of inſpecting theſe Inſtructions, and 
we muſt therefore refer ourſelves on that Head to 
the Count, who, without doubt, has received them 
from Heaven, executed in due and legal Form; and 
Satan himſelf, it ſeems, muſt have alſo received 
Notice of it, if we are to credit the Count.

Fatherer (4). Chriſt himſelf had ſpoke very mean- 
ly, and uſed many a Phraſe becoming a Peaſant, 
which is now looked upon to imply ſomething of 
quite a different Nature, ſince we are unacquainted 
with the Manner of ſpeaking, uſed by the Journey- 
men at Nazareth (5). He preſcribes a Method to 
his Miſſionaries, how to deal with the Comptrollers 
7 the Scriptare (by whom he means thoſe, that deſire 

roofs of every Doctrine out of the Scripture) viz. 
that they ought to prove all ſuch Things by the 
Defects or Imperfections of theſe Writings, which 
thoſe Comptrollers pretend to make good by the 
Perfection and Infallibility of the Scripture (6). 
The Reading of the Scripture appears to him to be 
more dangerous than uſeful to the Society (7). A 
Foundation this, which being once laid, is large e- 
nough to admit any Thing Count Zinzendorf has a 
Mind to build upon. People, being once taught, 
that the Scripture is defective and not infallible, 
will regard no Proofs alledged from it: In that 
Caſe, 4 next Queſtion will be, what Rule the 
Herrnhuters can fhew, which ought to be followed 
in Matters of Faith ? And here they will tell you, 
that Chriſt intending a new Period in his Church, 
has reſolved to declare his Will henceforth infalli- 
bly to the Brethren.

It is 
J alſo granted them, that no body ſhall dwell among the 
Society, that doth not belong to it; that they ſhall have 
= Liberty to receive or turn out whomſoever they think 
Proper, but ſhall ſend in a Liſt, once every three Months, 
ef the Inhabitants at ' Herrnhaag, excepting therefrom 
Strangers or Viſiters; that they have Authority to in- 
= fi Puniſbments and decide Law-ſuits among them of a 


ſmall Value, determined in the Grant, which however 


could be appealed or brought to the ſuperior Court at 
Büdingen; that they may appoint a Fuſticiary, who 
= nevertheleſs is firſt of all to be preſented to, and confirmed 
BY by the Regency of that County; that they were to give 
= a ſmall annual Tax for their Protection, and ſhould be 
S exempted from all Duties paid by the other Subjects in 
= the ſaid Dominions. | 


Count Zinzendorf, who, behind the Curtain, had 


8 directed his Brethren throughout the whole Nego- 


tiation, was ſo glad at the Advantages the Society 
had in this Manner obtained, that he could not help 
in a Letter (1) wrote by him to one of the Mem- 
bers of the Regency, (who, in the Name of the Go- 
vernment, had treated with them) to expreſs his Foy, 
and to declare, that one of his Chiet Deſires had thereby 
been fulfilled. And yet the Reader will find after- 
wards, that he pretended, the whole Affair had been 
done without his Will and Knowledge.

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The Government, ſoon after, found room to- 
take Umbrage at the Herrnbuters: For thoſe Ma. 4 | 
nufactures propoſed by the Society for increaſing 
the Commerce of the Country, and which were the

and Moravians, were People of all Countries, that 
took upon them that Name, and enjoyed full Li- 
berty of Conſcience in thoſe Places from which 
they came.

Several Actions being brought 
gin 1745 by Foreigners againſt People that lived 
upon theſe Eſtates, the Farmers, at the Inſtigation 
of the Society, pretended to an Independency, nay, 
would exerciſe a Juriſdiction themſelves, inſiſting, 
chat theſe Foreigners ſhould bring their Aclious be-

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This Independency, *tis plain, could be of S 
Advantage to the Mortgagee, who, as has ber 
faid, lived at Amſterdam, yet it was an eſſential Ar 1 
ticle of the Plan of Count Zinzendorf, who end 
voured to eſtabliſh an Empire within an Empire, and 
to have his Society dependent on himſelf erf 
Strong Oppoſitions were made on the Part of th 
Farmers of the Mortgage againſt the Governmer 
concerning this Independency, in which the Coul 
acted the moſt artful Character imaginable, offering 
his Mediation to the Government, and at the ſam ge 
Time inveigling the other Party, which entirely® 
acted by his Directions, as can be proved by 10 bY 
own Letters. 
Here the Author of the Book, of which we al L 
giving an Abſtract, ſays, that at the ſame Time tel 
abovementioned Loan had been made to the Go 
vernment of Büdingen, Mr. Beuning had alſo ad- 
vanced a like Sum to another Line of that Hou = F 
which finding itſelf by the Mortgage given him, 
very much wronged, offer*d to pay the Loan, or to:

Count Zrinzendorf, with whom, in Reality, the 
Government of Bidingen had no Buſineſs, (having 
only contracted with the People at Herrnhaag,) g 
perceiving the Uneaſineſs of the Government, with 
Regard to theſe Particulars, offer'd his Mediation; 
tho' it was well known, that nothing had ever been 
done by his Followers but by his Directions. Se- 
veral Letters were exchanged between him and one 
of the Members of the Regency. On peruſing thoſe 
of the Count's, we find a Flow of Expreſſions oi 
Diſintereſtedneſs and Sincerity in every Part of 
them: He is ready to grant all that is deſired, nay,

This 
being refuſed him, after repeated Solicitations in 
Writing, which can be produced, will it be believed, 
that in a Letter directed to one of the Members of 
the Regency (1), which can alſo be produced, he 
in expreſs Terms declares, that he never had had 
an Intent to get the Farms, concluding with theſe 
ſolemn Words: I declare before the Saviour, that I 
never intended it, nor do I know for what Purpoſe I 
ſhould defire it.

hat formidable Body in this Writing declared, thar 
ey were Guardians of Mr. Beuning, and -on that 
ccount, thought proper to proteſt againſt the 
teps taken by the Government with Regard to the 
retended Independency.---- On this Occaſion, the 
Ruthor makes ſome Obſervations, to put the Reader

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The Count finding a Part of his Plan thwarted

County of Budingen would not be long, and that he 


would remove the Printing-Office. The Regency, 
which to this Time had employ'd itſelf in Inquiries 
about the Conduct of the Herrnhuters, now began 
to conſider, that it was high Time to ſet Bounds to- 
the Encroachments of this Society at Herrnbaag, 8 
and to inquire more narrowly into its Syſtem, both 
as to Spirituals and Temporals. For this Purpoſe 
they made the following Report to their Sovereign;

Conſiderations which put Obſtacles 'almoſt inſu- 

perable in the Way. In the firſt Place, Men 

ſufficiently capable of executing ſuch a Commiſ- 

ſion, both among the Clergy and Laity, were not 

eaſy to be found in this Country, and if there 

were ſome that could undertake it, their ordinary 

Occupations would hinder them from executing MW 

it in the Manner it ought to be. Secondly, The 

Herrnhuters would repreſent theſe Commiſſaries as MW 

partial, wherefore, in Caſe a Commiſhon ſhould 

take Place, one or more Perſons, that had no 

Connexion with the County of Büdingen, mult be 

required to aſſiſt at it. Thirdly, The Iflue of 

ſuch a Commiſſion would be very uncertain, and 

there could be no Hope of coming at the Bottom 

of their Affairs: For, according to the Intelli. 
* gence they had of theſe People, there was no 
uniform Conſtitution, or Rule of Acting among 
£ them for one Week together, wherefore jo rs 
| o Ou t- 
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doubtful, whether ſuch Things as were found 
among them to Day, would continue ſo for any 
Time. They had ſent away many of their Peo- 
ple, and were daily ſending more; they would 
certainly ſend out of the Way ſuch as it would be 
moſt neceſſary to examine; wherefore theſe Mat- 
ters, concerning which an Inquiry was to be 
made, would remain doubtful. The Chiefs, and 
thoſe People of Diſtinction that were among them, 
perhaps would challenge or except againſt the 
Commiſſaries on Account of their Rank, and re- 
fuſe to anſwer; or if they did, it would be in ſuch 


doubtful Terms, according to their known Cuſ- 


tom of giving all Kinds of Appearances to their 
Affairs, that the moſt converſant in intricate Mat- 
ters would be confounded; and this would happen 
ſo much the more to thoſe, who had their ordi- 
nary Occupations to attend and could not ſpend 
much Time to inquire into ſuch Matters. And 
if the principal Points of their Plan ſhould yet 
remain undiſcover'd, this would make the Matter 
worſe ſtill, in that the Herrnbuters would continu- 
ally boaſt of it, and from this Commiſſion indi- 
rectly reap the Advantage of eſtabliſhing them- 
ſelves more firmly, and increaſing the Number of 
their Set. They might, indeed, be told, that 
Commiſſaries were to be appointed, which alſo 
could be done, but then only to inquire into, and 
not to determine Matters relating to the Society 
and by intimating this to them, one might diſco- 
ver what they had to ſay to it. But there was a 
Method more ſafe to come at the Bottom of their 
Conſtitution, though it would require a longer 
Time. Every Government was intitled to have 
an Inſight into, and to examine the Views and 
true Intention of all Societies eſtabliſh'd in its 
Dominions, to inquire into the Means every one 
makes Uſe of, to try whether the ſane are agree- 


able to the State in general, be it concerning Re- 
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© ligious or Political Matters, and accordingly tu 
determine, whether, and how far, ſuch a Society 
© was to be tolerated. This was likewiſe the Duty 
of every Government, as the Welfare of a Coun. 
© try with which it was intruſted, depended thereon, 
It had a Right to uſe ſuch Means as were con. 
© ducive to that End. When therefore a new So- 
« ciety ſprings up, which has a conſiderable Num 
© ber of Members, who uſe all Means to become 
© powerful and formidable, a Government muſt be 
© looked upon as not underſtanding its Intereſt, in| 
© Caſe it doth not ſo far examine into the Founda- 
tion of ſuch a Society, its Views, the Means i 
© makes Uſe of, and its Tranſactions, little off 


great, that it may rely on its Members, and ac. 


© cordingly take its Meaſures in the Governing of 
© a State. This was the more neceſſary to be ob. 


© ſerved with Regard to the Society of the Herm. 
* buters, as it was known from Hiſtory, how often 
Societies had introduced themſelves under the 


© ſacred and reſpectable Name of Religion, which 
© afterwards had moſtly contributed to the Ruin of 
© a State, or at leaſt cauſed infinite Troubles and 
© Diſturbances; whereof the Conſtitution of the 
* Herrnhuters at Herrnbaag had already produced 
© ſeveral Inftances. The following Method for an 
© Inquiry appeared the moſt eligible. An honeſt, 
© conſcientious and learned Man, that has no 
Connexion with the Herrnbuters, nor is of their 
Church, ought to be placed at Herrnhaag. The 
© Society is to be enjoined under a certain Penalty, 
to have no Meetings, about either Eccleſiaſtical 
or Temporal Matters, either by Day or Night, 
s without his Preſence. That the Herrubuters may 
* have no Occaſion to complain of an Infringement 


_ . © of Liberty of Conſcience, he ought to have no.! 
Vote in their Society in Eccleſiaſtical Matters, ; 


© but he is to be inſtructed, to ſet down his Obſer- 
£ vations concerning their Doctrines, Liturgy, in- 
| 6 terio! 
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terior and exterior Conſtitution in Church-Affairs, 
and to ſend in theſe Obſervations once every 
Week; he alſo ought to enjoin the Herrnbuters not 
to mix Temporal Matters with their Cure of Souls 
under any Pretence whatſoever, nor thereby make 
it a Plea to exempt themſelves from Subjection 
do the Government in ſuch Eccleſiaſtical Affairs, 
as do not concern Conſcience and Theological 
Doctrines. In Political Matters he ought to have 
a2 Vote, or at leaſt ſo much Authority as that he 
may record whatever is tranſacted, and no Tranſ- 
ES action in Civil Affairs, made in his Abſence and 
not recorded by him, ought to be of any Validity. 
Without his Preſence and Conſent, and without 
having previouſly made a ſufficient Inquiry, no 
Perſon once received, ought to be ſent. from 
Herrnhaag, and none to be received, unleſs quali- 
ed according to the Conſtitution of the Country. 
None are to be married till both Parties have 
been firft heard, and the Queſtions propoſed to 
them with their Anſwers, are likewile recorded. 
No body is to be permitted to remain at Herrn- 
hang above ſix Weeks, unleſs he ſettles there as 
an Inhabitant, or enters into ſome Service; mean 
while he is bound in the ſame Subjection with 
the reſt of the Inhabitants of that Place (1). 
Thoſe that are Houſekeepers at Herrnhaag, are to 
be appointed Guardians to Orphans, of whoſe 
Subſtance Inventories are to be taken, and what 
belongs to them is faithfully to be preſerved, and 
not to be deliver'd into the Hands of the Society 
or their Directors, who never continue long in 
one Place. All Contracts, Wills and Donations, 
are either to be made in the ſame Manner as has 
been uſed hitherto, or at leaſt, after previous In-

Time. Upon the whole, the Count could no longer 
deny, that he, and the Society, had in many Re- 
ſpects acted againſt the Grant. However, he had 
a Plea at Hand, which was to juſtify his Conduct 
at once. *Tis a perſonal Fault of mine, ſays he in a 
Letter to the Sovereign of Bidingen, and it proceeds, 
(as *tis known to the Onmiſcient !) from my being uſed, 
Vr ſeveral Years, to think no otherwiſe, than if I was 
a Servant of yours, in your Pay, and under an Oblige- 
tion of an Oath to you, and never imagined that there 
could be a different Intereſt between us. Upon conſi- 
dering the Count's diſingenuous and {elfiſh Deal- 
ings, already detected, and which will ſtill more 
appear hereafter, is it poſſible to believe, ſays our 
Author, that he could on writing this, be free from 
the moſt ſevere Reproaches of Conſcience? 

New Overtures, ſhortly after this, were made b 
the Count, in which he acknowledged, that the 
Conſtitution of the Herrubuters had the Appearance 
of being @ State within a State, and defired, that 
ſome Statutes, which he had drawn up, might be 
confirmed. But he was told, that before the Go- 
vernment could enter into the Particulars of his

Another Point was debated at this Time, which 
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be required to examine firſt into the interior Con. 
ſtitution of the Herrnbuters at Herrubaag. This, 
Count Zinzendorf with all his Might oppoſed, a; 
appears by his Letters inſerted here; where he alſo 
muth enlarges on Liberty of Conſcience, but avoid; 
ſtating preciſely the Limits of it, ſaying, the mt 
trivial Matters are ſometimes with us Caſus ſtantis & 
cadentis Eccleſiæ; we cannot always demonſtrate, wh 
we have brought them into the general Computum of 
Liberty of Conſcience. Laſtly, he offers himſelf her: 
to be appointed, in Conjunction with one of the 
Members of the Regency, to make ſuch an Exa-| 
mination or Enquiry at the ſame Time, threatning 
the Government, that his People ſhould remove, 
whereby it would be a great Loſer. - 
Though the Government did not mind his | 
Threatning, being reſolved to put up with a ſmall 
Loſs, rather than be expoſed to greater Inconveni- Þ 
ences in Time to come; yet it was thought proper 
to examine the projected Statutes of the Count; 
and theſe being found ſuch, as would confirm the 
Conſtitution of the Herrnbuters, ſhould theſe Arti- 
cles paſs into an Act: The Sovereign now renewed . 
his Orders, for reducing into an Ordinance the Wc 
Opinion of the Regency above related, and that one Wc 
of their Body ſhould be deputed to ſhew the ſame Wc:

pretended an unlimited Liberty of Conſcience, and 
exerciſed a moſt arbitrary Power over the Con- 
ſcience of his Followers, more than ever the Church 
of Rome had aſſumed. None of them when ſick 
were at Liberty to ſend for thoſe they had Conf. 
dence in; married People, though they had lived 
ſeveral Years in Wedlock, and had Children grown 
up, were not looked upon as lawfully married, 
unleſs they performed the conjugal Duties in thei 
Preſence of the Elders, which could be proved by 
Affidavits made in the Courts of Juſtice, Sc. 

The ſecond Statute related here, implies, that a 
Huſband or Father - ſhall not be intitled to clainff 
his Wife or Children from the Herrnhbuters.

the Opinions they had brought along with them, 


provided they conform'd to the Count's Plan, by 
F obeying his Orders, or thoſe of the other Chiefs he 
had made Partakers of his Authority. Theſe very 


People, who would paſs here for Lutherans, after- 
wards abſolutely denied themſelves to be ſuch; and 
it has been already obſerved from the Count's own 
Letters, that he ſometimes called them Reformed, 
and at others Mennoniſts, Diſſidents from Lutheraniſm, 
&c. which ſhews, that the ſupreme Biſhop or Papa, 
under whoſe Direction, and by whoſe Influence all 
Schemes are carried on, can bend, like a Reed by 
every Turn of Wind, as often as he pleaſes; and 
that his Plan is no other than a Worldly one, to 
which Religion itſelf only ſerves as a Cloke or 

Pretence. ; 
The eighth Article was calculated for this Pur- 
poſe, that the Society ſhould have Liberty to turn 
out whoſoever did not behave according to their 
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Conſtitution. This the Government could not abſo 
lutely comply with, as their Conſtitution was (til 
a Myſtery. Otherwiſe they would have been in 
veſted, ipſo facto, with a Power of acting in an ar 
bitrary Manner, turning out Huſbands and keepin 
their Wives and Children, provided the laſt acti 
according to the Plan of the Herrnbuters. : 

In the Ninth Article it was propoſed, that th 
Government ſhould be at Liberty to appoint i: 
Perſon to be preſent at the Adminiſtration of Ju. 
tice; but it was ſaid at the ſame Time, that thi; 4 
Perſon muſt be a Member of the Society of the 
Herrnhuters. A pretty Kind of Expedient, which, 
had it been accepted, would have enabled them t 
keep their Plan ſecret for ever. Beſides which, 
the Article itſelf was couch'd in ſuch a Manner a 
made it appear, that Count Zinzendorf would have 
eaſily made himſelf Proprietor of Herrnhaag, had 
this Requeſt been granted. : 

The Tenth Article ſhews ſomething of the ceco-W 
nomical Conſtitution of the Herrnbuters. Accord-W 
ing to the Count's Letter to one of the Members 
of the Regency, inſerted here, they have a Com- 
pany, independent on the Society, called the Genera! 
Deaconſhip, which has the Diſpoſal of more than 
two Millions of Money for the Benefit of all their 
Colonies in Europe and America. There are allo 
Special Deaconſhips depending on the General Deacon- Nor 
ſhip, which direct the Intereſt of every Colony in 
particular. According to this Statute, none are 
bound to give an Account of their Tranſactions to 
the Government. Thus, ſays the Author, it has 
no Right to aſk them: Papa quid facis. Now, were 
this Demand granted, they muſt of Courſe become 
independent, and the Government would have con- 
ſented to the erecting a State within @ State, Mote- 
over, what they call their General Deaconſhip, may 
be looked upon as a Sovereign and Independent 
Body in every particular Colony of the Herrnhuters.

Demand, indeed, but not to be wondred at, if ve 
conſider, that the Herrubuters pretend to a Tbeocraq, 
as appears by the Count's own Letter dated Fanuary 
the fifth 1748, and thoſe of his Brethren, ſent to 
the Regency of Budingen, wherein *tis ſaid in plain 
Terms: that all the Sovereigns on Earth, either muſt 
tonſent to the Theocracy in the Moravian Brotherhood, 
or bave no Brethren in their Dominions.

the former Maſter to quit the Country. Is it to 
be believed, that many will withdraw? Hiſtory 
* evidences the contrary, and at the ſame Time

That many of their principal Conſtitutions, chiefly thoſe Houſes, where

But in Order to diſcloſe more nearly, but with all due Submiſſion, our 
Opinion in this important Affair; we muſt own, in the fifth Place, that the 
Requeſt mention'd in the Beginning, concerning a public Inquiry into their 
Matters to be made in their General Synod, appears to us more and more 
to deſerve Circumſpection: As for the Deputies that ſhould aſſiſt on this 
Account, the Deputation muſt either be made from the Dutchy of Yurten-

** If the firſt be the Caſe, ſuch an Odium lies already on the particular 

eſponſum Tubingenſe, how ſincerely and innocently ſoever we gave it, that we 
ſee no Cauſe, why we ſhould do ourſelves any further Prejudice by med- 
dling in this Affair; and run the Riſk, by Simulations and Diflimulations 
to be brought into ſtill greater 'T'emptations than the former. To this Day . 
we have ſtill Reaſon to grieve, that at that Time we had not yet any In- : 
telligence of Count Zinzendorf's inexcuſable Actions in the Countries of 
Berleburg and'Schwartzenau, Item with the Inſpired, which had already hap- z 
pen'd two Years before; had they been known to us, not the leaſt Hope of 
obtaining a favourable Reſponſum would have been left him. Should the 
Murtemberg Church now, under Pretence of an Inquiry, be alone drawn into p 
this Affair, there is no Doubt, but, contrary to its Intention, and let the Iſſue 
of the Inquiry be whatever it would, this Society would make a mot in- 
vidious and dangerous Abuſe of it, Should more Deputies from on 5 
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ates or Orders be deſired, or actually appear there, is it known who they 
in be? what Sentiments they'll bring along with them? what Experience 
d Dexterity they are Maſters of to act in ſuch a ſlippery Caſe? whether 
joſe, in whoſe Affairs Inquiry is to be made, will not endeavour to act 
W-cording to the Saying: Divide & Impera? Beſides other more weighty 
ircumſlances of this Kind, that may unexpectedly happen. Concerning 
e Method of Proceeding, it would be extremely difficult to give ſufficient 
Wſructions to the Deputies, according to which they either ſhould hear 
e Anſwers given to the Queſtions, or deſcend to Diſputations, in Caſe 
Hey ſhould be deemed inſufficient. , | 
ln ſo ſolemn a General Synod of the Herrnhuters, to be conſtituted in ſo 
ESngular a Manner, many Inconveniences grads, | the Method of acting, 
f ight likewiſe ariſe, which might make, that the Deputies of the Church 
f Pariemberg, on various Accounts, could not be preſent at it and continue 
Where without diſhonouring themſelves; now no urgent Neceſſity requires 
hat we on our Part ſhould cxpoſe ourſelves thereto; not to mention other 
Reaſons of this Kind.

= Sixthly, It were neceſſary and equitable, that the other Party ſhould be 
Sheard at the ſame Place, about the Charges they have hitherto brought 
gainſt theſe People according to the Rule: Audi & alteram Partem. But 
What there is no reaſonable Hope to obtain this, may eaſily be gathered from 
We Records, which teſtify, in what an odious, inſulting and contemptible 
anner all thoſe Divines and Writers have been treated, who from an 
oneſt View, partly founded on their own Experience, partly upon offeri 
N juridical Evidence in Caſe it were required, have wrote againſt them. * 
Sight likewiſe eaſily happen, that this other Party might not look upon this 
pretended General Synod as its competent Judge, and rather chaſe to lay 
uch further Explanations, as might be deſired, before an impartial and au- 
horiſed Judge; which however there is little Probability of ſeeing ſoon 
Bone. It would likewiſe be acting quite againſt our Conſcience, ſhould 
honeſt People, who have hitherto, with much Pain and Invidiouſneſs, ſerved 
he Church in this important Affair, and in all Appearance will ſtill continue 
to ſerve it, receive a Prejudice from a ee Vis rei judicate, which the
